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CONCORDIA 10th ANNIVERSARY DISTINGUISHED TEACHING AWARDS 


Montreal, July 2, 1985 -- NDG residents Henry P. Habib, Wolfgang P. 
Krol, Mahesh C. Sharma and Mair Verthuy were among 14 distinguished 
academics who were honored recently by Concordia University for 
outstanding contributions they have made to teaching and learning during the 


institution's first decade. 


The John W. O'Brien Tenth Anniversary Distinguished Teaching Awards 


(named after Concordia's first Rector and Vice-Chancellor) were presented 
during the University's Spring Convocation ceremonies -- held between June 
13 and 20. 


The teaching awards program is the culmination of year-long series of 
events marking the 10th Anniversary of the founding of Concordia University 


through the merger of Sir George Williams University and Loyola College. 


Dr. Henry P. Habib, Professor and Chairman, Department of Political 
Science, was instrumental in founding the department, and designing and 
developing the curriculum. He has that rare gift of being able to encourage 
students to move beyond their normal standard of achievement. His 
dedicated teaching has provided students with the impetus to succeed and the 
knowledge to make their mark in the teaching profession, the public service, 


and the practice of law. 


Professor Wolfgang P. Krol, Assistant Professor in the Department of 
Sculpture and Crafts, has a special ability to relate to each student as an 
individual. His commitment and dedication to the task of instruction is 
reinforced by his talent for eliciting creative and unique responses from his 
students. Professor Krol is outstanding in giving students a solid knowledge of 
the metier, and the courage to find their own vision once they have mastered 


their craft. 
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Mr. Mahesh C. Sharma, a Lecturer in the Department of Quantitative 
Methods, always makes himself available for consultation by his students outside 
of class, often organizing Saturday tutorials, particularly valuable for the part- 
time students. The responses of his students bear testimony to his tireless efforts 
and enthusiasm in making what is generally viewed as a difficult subject come 


alive. 


Professor Mair Verthuy has taught in the French Department since 
1965. Both colleagues and students enthusiastically proclaim her excellence as a 
teacher, speaking of her rigor and competence. From 1978 to 1983, Professor 
Verthuy also served as Principal of the Simone de Beauvoir Institute, and in 
1984-85 as President of the Graduate Studies and Research Committee within 
the same Institute. Her interests in pedagogical innovation has led her to serve 


on committees both outside and within the University.
